rington Signing Up to Raise 


Necessary Beets.

A story recently sent out from Tor- 


riugton, Wyo., says that the Lincoln 
Land company, which handled many 
townsites and other propositions for 
the Burlington, is helping finance the 
new' million dollar sugar factory, to 
be built there. The story Bays: 
- .Contracting of. acreage is already 
going on under the direction of Kurt 
'OvjiLirald' of Denver^ consulting agri- 
/J^lttrist;'t6 the sugar company, and 


it is reported that farmers in this and 
neighboring, territory already have 
agreed to pat 5,000 acres into beets if 
the factory is erected. 
Articles of incorporation for the 


company, which, as 
already an- 


nounced, is to be called the Goshen 


L Sugar company, were issued at Chey- 


^nne ten days ago. The capitaliza- 
tion of the company, is stated as 
11,000,000. Confidence in .the stabil- 
ity of the enterprise has been im- 
parted by the report that the Lincoln 
Land company is interested in it. 


This company, which is headed by 


C.. !«. Perkins of Burlington, Iowa, 
former president of the Burlington 
railroad system, has large land hold- 
ers in the county and undoubtedly 
would benefit by the erection ot the 
factory here thru the effect it would 
have on land values. The announce- 
ment by F. N. Pearson, agent of the 
Lincoln company, that the projected 
factory is fully financed and has no 
stock for sale is accepted by many as 
meaning that the Lincoln Land com- 
nmny is financially behind the con- 
struction plans, altho this lacks of- 
ficial confirmation. 
Reports .have been in circulation 


that the Holly Sugar Corporation was 
to build here or planned to remove 
one of ite present factories .to Torring- 
ton but these have been denied by of- 
ficials of that corporation. 
Sugar beets have been grown in this 


section for several years and several 
towns, some of them on the south side 
of the North Platte river as well as 
Torrington, which is on the north 
bank, have been seeking a sugar fac- 


sideration of presidential possibilities 
and other business was postponed ow- 
ing to the small attendance.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — The 


Southern Pacific company today won 
its fight to avert separation from the 
Central Pacific railroad, ordered by 
the supreme court, when the inter- 
state commerce commission approved 
its. application to acquire control of 
the Central Pacific by lease and stock 
ownership. 


The control authorized by the com- 


mission may be invalidated whenever 
the commission finds that the control 
interferes w.ith consummation of its 
final plan of consolidation of the rail- 
roads of the country into a limited 
number of systems. 
Commissioners- Campbell and Mc- 


Chord dissented from the 
majority 


opinion authorizing the control. Camp- 
bell said that while he concurred in 
the belief that control of the Central 
by the Southern Pacific is in the pub- 
lic interest, he was unable to concur 
in the order, which he declared failed 
to recognize 
the mandate of the 


supreme court dissolving the two 
roads. 


McChord held a similar view. 
The commission 
authorized the 


Southern Pacific to lease the Central 
Pacific'until December 31, 1984,. and 
to own all the issued and outstanding 
stock of the Central Pacific during the 
life- of the 'lease.--

'WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Approxi- 
mately one-twelfth of all the children 
in the United States, between 
the 


ages of ten and fifteen are wage earn- 
ers, according to estimates 
by the 


children's bureau of the department 
of labor. 
Child workers—meaning all those 


engaged in "gainful occupations"—to- 
tal 1,060,858, out of the estimated 12,- 
502,582 children between the ages of 
ten and fifteen in the country. This 
large number is partly attributed to 
action of the supreme court recently 
holding child labor laws unconstitu- 
tional. 
The number of working children be- 


tween the ages of ten 
and 
fifteen 


years was plaecd at 378,063 . 


While the census bureau did not re- 


port on the number of emplojed chil- 
dren under the age of ton, the chil- 
dren's bureau said boys and girls of 
this class are employed in large num- 
bers in agriculture, and in smaller 
numbers in other occupations, includ- 
ing domestic service, industrial home 
work and street tradiny. 


More Boys Than Girls. 


More boys are' wage earners than

By a vote of five to three, the house 


judiciary committee Friday afternoon 
bent II. R. 397. repealing the Indeter- 
minate sentence law, to general file. 
A saving clause to protect convictions 
under the present law was added by 
way of amendment 
Representatives 


Dysart. Densmocfl, Baldridge, Wilson 
of Lancaster and Keyes voted- to re- 
port tbo bill. Representatives HardSn, 
A in H poker and Elgasser voted to kill. 


The republican platform called for 


repeal of this law. 
The democratic 


platform suggested that something be 
done tho not specific as to the nature 
of the "something." One 
democrat 


voted to send the bill out. One demo- 
ciat also voted with the minority. 


The indeterminate 
sentence 
law 


was passed years ago. Section 10243 
which H. R. 397 seeks to repeal, pro- 
vides that the court in imposing sent- 
ence may, in its discretion, and pro- 
viding thai the convicted person has 
not been previously confined in 
a 


penitentiary, impose such sentence. 
Such provision applying to 
persons 


over the age o£ eighteen, convicted of 
a felooy 01 other crime punishable by 
iinprisonuipnt in the penitentiary, ex 
cepting treason and crimes of violence 
or attempts at crimes 
of 
violence 


against the person of another. 


The committee also voted to report 


out three companion bills which set 
forth jurisdiction, power and author- 
ity of the board 
of 
pardons and 


paroles. H. R. 398 amends section 
10233 and provides that 
the 
board 


shall have jurisdiction to grant 
or 


deny paroles, pardons, commutations 
and reprieves in matter of convictions 
heretofore had for 
criminals con- 


victed prior to the taking effect of this 
act. It is provided that the 
board 


shall not have power to lessen the 
penalty for crimes committed 
after 


the taking effect of the act except for 
the sole reason that newly discovered 
evidence convinces the board that the 
applicant is innocent. 


M. R. 399 carries the same provi- 


sion in regard to the authority of the 
board to grant executive clemency 
and H. R. 400 covers the field in like 
manner relative to power to establish 
rules and regulations under which 
prisoners may be allowed to go upon 
paiole.

have a single slide tuning coil in place 
of the variocoupler given here and he 
would transfer this variocoupler to the 
place occupied in this diagram by the 
radio frequency transformer. He would 
then be using the tuned plate radio 
frequency step ahead of his detector 
circuit In my own opinion this Is a 
much better method of doing it, but 
I am giving this diagram because so 
many experimenters seem to want this 
particular-kind of hook-up. 


By the other method, however, the

The only advantage which the crys-' 
tal detector has over the audion bulb 
is that the crystal gives much purer 
signals and virtually no, distortion. 
The tube, whether used as detector 
or amplifier, is guilty of some distor- 
tion tho if properly used this distor- 
tion will not be very noticeable. 


When the crystal is used alone, 


there is no question that the signals 
are much purer.

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MEN AND THINGS 


Several bills aro pending before the legislature which 


aim at securing a better measure o£ fire protection. 
They prescribe certain things that are quite often done 
to be unlawful because of the hazard to life and prop- j 
erty that ensues. It is not very complimentary to our j 
common sense that we are to be compelled by law to j 
do what a little thinking and observation should make j 
us ready and eager to do even without being told. Im- j 
e-gine a situation where it is necessary for the law j 
to step In and say, "here, you, don't you know you are 
likely to set a big fire going by doing such a fool thing. 
Stop it or I'll put you In jail or fine you." 


The state senate Is living up to its established repu- 


tation of opposition to immunities and exemptions. It 
turned'down the other day a bill that bore the hiKh- 
Bounding title. o£ free county telephone service. Of 
course, there is no such thing as free telephone ser- 
vice, any more than there is free railroad transporta- 
tion. Under this bill, as was pointed out by the sen- 
ate committee, the few who need county service and 
•who pay a small toll charge for each call now would 
be relieved of this toll, but that the cost of it would be 
uhoved off onto the shoulders of 'the many who have 
no need whatever of such service. It is a good rule to 
make everyone pay for what he gets. 


It Is true that there are a lot of middlemen who are 


getting bigger profits than their services entitle them 
to, but It is a wicked falsehood for the chaplain of the 
Colorado house to assert, in a prayer, that the courts 
•re corrupt, the churches a failure and the workingman 
going to his labors with an empty pail. That is real 
bolshevik or I. W. W. talk. Men who want the present 
Bocial order torn to pieces, in order that they may have 
a new opportunity to grab something they are not will- 
Ing to secure under the present rules that a man must 
work and save for, talk like that in the hope that un- 
thinking and unfortunate men will be made angry 
enough to help them insert the fuse and-light the 
match. Progress is not made either by shooting off 
a gun or a mouth. 


I -wouldn't be a bit surprised if Mr. Oeschger isn't 


right when he says that the poorest way to fight such 
an organization as the klan is to legislate in the hope 
of crushing it out. We need not go to Texas to get 
proof of that 'fact. The nonpartisan league flourished 
In Nebraska when some of our professional patriots 
and overheated statesmen tried to crush it by the use 
of the court's and the mob. The minute people quit 
paying any attention to it the organization became a 
mere shell of what it once was. It is rather difficult 
to reconcile the ordinary notion of common sense with 
the fact that when you say to men they must not do 
thus and so it seems to fire a noisy minority of them 
with a zeal and an intention to go and do it whether 
they possessed it before of not. 


Classical music is very much like classical drama 


and classical orations. It calls for the possession and 
employment of technic and depends for its enjoyment 
upon the perfection of its harmony. A classical oration 
pays close heed to the rules of rhetoric, bristles with 
sonorous words and-phrases and follows religiously 
every canon of construction and delivery. But neither 
the classical oration nor classic music stir to the 
depths, for the reason that they lack soul. There may 
be a feeling of ravishment of the senses of the musi- 
cian or music-lover by tone perfection just as there Is 
of the ear and mind of the literary worker by the em- 
ployment of word perfection, but who ever heard of 
an army marching to battle to the strains of a sonata 
or a crowd moved to brisk action iy Bob Ingersoll's 
oration on Shakespeare ?
